Wilson contended it wasn't the 
produce haulers who wanted to strike, 
but many of them couldn't get gas for 

Stop owners who were afraid of 


reprisals by other truckers who favored 
the strike. 

"We will protect them at truck 
stops," said Beach. "But we can't 
make the truck stops sell gas." 
Bemis said this was an important 
point, however. He said he would 
contact the govenor and see if these 
truck stops couldn't be warned ahead 
of the truck strike. 

Charley Kelly general manager of 
transportation for Seaboard Rail Road 
took a roasting from the growers. 


Kelly was asked to explain what the 
growers had to guarantee the railroads 
for them to restore reasonable service 
to Florida. It had been pointed out 
earlier that the railroad had slipped 
from a high of 54 per cent of the 
business back in 1950 to only 10 per 
cent of the business today. 

"I'm in business to make money,” 
said Kelly. "As a regulated industry 
we have been totally unable to compete 
with the lower prices of the 
unregulated trucking industry.

$23,500 research grant to the University of Florida's 
Agricultural Research and Education Center at Belle 


The grant is part of an ongoing program to help 
underwrite research in all facets of the sugar industry 
president, 


The funds were funnelled through the university's 
Institute of Food and Agricultural Sciences, which has 


jurisdiction over the local center. 


"We make regular donations," Fairbanks.said, "to 
the AREC, the research facility at Canal Point and the 
Belle Glade Experiment. Station." 

Center Director Dr. Dan W. Beardsley, said the 
research being funded will include additional work on 
sugar cane breeding and selection, weed. control and 
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rate to be interested in produce 
hauling. We would like to ask you to 
guarantee us a certain percentage of 
your business, but we know you can't 
do that.

Once more is learned about the requirements of sugar 
cane, production can be increased substantially, 
Beardsley said. 

He noted several improvements have been made 
during the past five years and further refinements are 
needed, especially for nutrition of sugar cane in 
poor-producing organic and infertile sandy soils where 
acreage is being expanded. 

Research in sugar cane cold physiology has 
emphasized the detrimental effects of cold at planting 
and new varieties are being evaluated for their keeping 
quality following freezes. 

This phase of the sugar cane research program is 
being headed by Dr. Gary J. Gascho, an associate 
professor at the center. 

Beardsley said the wireworm is one of the major 
sugar cane pests and preliminary 
bait impregnated with insecticide may help control 
wireworm ih stubble crops. 

Nematodes are also responsible for damage to the 
crop, but there is no accurate estimate as to how 
serious this pest really is. 

He said research has shown the pest can be controlled 
with some degree of success with chemicals or by 
flooding the fields. x 

Professor William Genung and Dr. John Hoffman, 
associate professor, are working on this research in 
cooperation with Harry Samol, an entomologist 
with the Florida Sugar Cane League.

For several months now, the city has been making 
modifications to the city's sewage treatment plant in 
an effort to raise the moratorium on adding new units 
to the system. 

There have been a number of delays, some of which 
have made the city look pretty bad in the eyes of the 
people it has to satisfy, namely the Palm Beach 
County Pollution Control Board and the state 
Department of Environmental Pollution Control. 

"Those parties have added their own confusion to the 
controversy too, but the latest delay is uncalled for. 

The city has met all the demands made on it by the 
two pollution control agencies, even them to 
the point that, at least until now, no effluent has been 
released anywhere. 

So, during a meeting on April 25, the pollution 
control agency at the county level asked for certain 
documentation and Brily-Wild and Associates, the 
city's consulting engineers promised they would have 
it by April 29...a week ago Monday. 

During a special city commission meeting this 
Monday, May 6, City Manager William Mallery told 
the commission Brily-Wild had finally gotten the 
information to the county Friday. 

And even that was incomplete. 

Mallery didn't make any recommendations. He didn't 
have to. All he said was that he wanted to let the 
commissioners know where the city now stands. 

The obvious conclusion was that Brily-Wild wasn't 
doing its job...and Mayor Aubrey Farmer pointed out 
they had fallen down several ties in the past. 

The solution is just as obvious. This is a critical 
situation for the city and if one firm isn't doing the, 
job; find out why.
